5. Scheduling of Next 
lAC Meeting 

Because a meeting of the NSC is scheduled for Tuesday morning, 
21 December, it was agreed to hold the next meeting of the lAC 
1045 on Monday. 20 December. 
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6. National Intelligence Objectives 
(IAC-D-50/3) 

a. The proposed DCID 4/3 "Comprehensive National Intelligence 
Objectives" was approved without change. 

b. The proposed DCID 4/4 "Priority National Intelligence 
Objectives" was approved as amended. 

c It was agreed that the current DCID on priority national 
intelligence objectives be reviewed at least semi-annually hereafter 
or on the request of any member of the lAC. 


d In approving DCID 4/4, the committee decided not to take 
action on the recommended "Criteria for Determining Priority National 
Intelligence Objectives" {lAC-D-50/3. Appendix C) but instead agreed 
to undertake a study of criteria in order further to clarify the issues 
involved and to provide a basis for future review of the directive. 


e. The Chairman requested Mr. Amory, CIA Advisor to the 
NSC Planning Board, to bring these directives on National Intelligence 
Objectives to the attention of General Cutler with a view to presenting 
them to the NSC for information if he considers it appropriate to do so.
